In tho third watch of tho night gambling 


does its worst work. What though tho hours 
bo slipping away, and though tho wife bo 
waiting iu tbo cheerless home! Stir up tho 
flro. Bring on moro drinks. Put up moro 
stakes. That commercial, house that only a 
littlo while ago put out a sign of copartnership, 
will this winter be wrecked on a gambler's 
table. Thero will bo many a money till that 
will spring a leak, A member of congress 
gambled with a member elect and won 
$120,000. The old way of getting a liv- 
ing is so slow. Tho old way of getting a 
fortune is so stupid.

Tho clerks of the 


storo tako n hand after tho shutters are put 
up, nnd tho officers of tho court while :i way 
their time while tho jury is out. 


Jn Baden-Baden, when that city was the 


greatest of all gambling places on earth, it 
was no unusual thing the next morning, in 
the woods around al.iout tbe city, to fiml the 
suspc-iiiled boilies of suicides. 
AVjictover be 


tha splendor of surroundings, t-hero is no ex- 
cuse for this crime. The thunders of eternal 
destruction roll in tho deep rumble of that 
gambling tonpin alley, and as men come out 
to join tho long procession of sin, all the 
drums of death beat tho dead march of a 
thousand souls. 


In ono year, in the city of New York, t'jero

You see there is moro 
mercy in the Lighwayman for tho belated 
traveler on whose body ho heaps tho stones, 
thero is moro mercy in the frost for tbo 
flower that it kills, there Is moro mercy in tbo 
hurrlcano that shivers tho steamer on tbo 
Long Island coasb, than thoro Is mercy in tbo 
heart oil a gambler for 1 Is victim. 


In tho third watch of tho night, also, drunk- 


enness does its worst. Tho <irinking will bo 
respectable- at 8 o'clock in tho evening, a little 
flushed at 0, talkative and garrulous at 10, at 
11 blasphemous, at 13 tho hat falls off, at 1 
tho man falls to tho floor asking for rr.oro 
drink. Strotvn through tho drinking saloons 
of tho city, fathers, brothers, husbands, sons 
ns good as you aro by nature, porhapd.better.
